Claim 32-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Robinson (3,683,499). Robinson teaches a punch for cutting a hole in a work piece 
comprising a punch body having an axial bore 35, a first and a second piercing portions 
33a and 33b and a first and a second cutting portions. See Figs. 1-5. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-31, 37 and 38 are allowed. 

Claims 35 and 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 32-34 filed on 02/17/2004 have been 
fully considered but they are not persuasive.
